Drawings

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the disclosure on 
pages 1 and 3 (for example) refers to the claims by numbers. Applicant is required to amend the 
specification to remove these references and to incorporate into the disclosure the subject matter 
of these claims that is necessary to the understanding of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2 and 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with indefinite limitations such as "especially" and "preferably" 
which renders the claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the 
phrases are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-2 and 1 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Pat. 
No. 6,491,482 (Fenkle et al., hereafter '482). 

c 482 teaches a milling method which includes a milling tool haiving a tool radius 
rotationally driven about an axis of the milling tool in order to ensure a central rotation thereof is 
moved on several curved paths (see figure 2a, for example) and the curvature in each path point 
of each path is determined in such a manner that an optimized circumferential contact of the 
milling tool is ensured for each path point and in each path point point the circumferential 
contact of the milling tool is optimized to a maximum permissible circumferential contact (see 
figure 3, for example). 

Examiner notes that the maximum permissible circumferential contact is a relative term 
that reads on the machining requirements at the time of machining. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art teaches there are numerous methods of milling curved surfaces of 
workpieces that would read on the broad claim limitations currently presented.
